In view of the reported surreuiler of 


Pretoria tbe following history of the 
Boer war is of timely interest: 


For months the situation ia South 


Africa had been reaching the breaking 
point. Each side claimed that the oth- 
er was not honest m an endeavor to 
reach an undei standing. 


The Boers had prepared themselves 


for the struggle which thej felt mart 
come after the temper show n in Jame 
son's raid. Great Biitain bad ilajuba 
to avenge. 
She sent troops to the 


borders of the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State. President Kruger 
protested aud demanded that they be 
withdrawn. Lord Salisbury said the 
other day that had England obeyed the 
demand she vrould hare lost her power 
in the world. 


The Boer government, through its 


president, fixed Oct. 11, 18<U. at 5 p. m., 
as the time for compliance by the Ca~ 
Ilsh with the ultimatum. Xo attention 
was paid to ii bj the British. The 
Boers immediately be pan hostilities. 
sayd the New York "World 
British 


subjects ireie ordered out of the Trans 
vaal. 
Tne Orange Free State tool, 


sides with their brother Boers and 
commandeered a Xatal train on the 
very day the ultimatum expiied. The 
next day tlie Boers captured an armor- 
ed tram near MateLin^. 
Then the 


Boers marched m force upon Kirnber- 
ley and JIafekinc, and tbe Ions sie?<is 
of those places, began. The Boers in- 
vaded Xatal. British soil, and the first 
of the great banks of the wai wore 
fought on that soil. 


Sir George TVbite had command of 


the British troops in northern Natal, 
and lie began action against the in- 
T»'3er«!. The first battle of not<i was 
fought at and around Gleneoe befsveen 
the' 20th and 2tith of October. The 
British loss M as 4S Jnlled 221 wounded 
and 20S mis«mc. As in liter encase- 
ments. the missmfr 
-vvere geneially 


found to have been captured and taken 
to Pretoria 
The Boer losses in tnp'-e 
and, in fact, throughout 


the war, arc unattainable, but it has 
been conceded that the British lost 
three to their one on the average. 


Ou Oct 21 White nuned out in force 


under General Trench to eject the 
Boers frotn Elaau&iaagte 
The Boers 


wore routed. Thi? was tbe only real 
British victory at the beginning of the 
campaign. 
In letters written home 


several of the soldiers referred to one 
part of thf encasement as. haMDjr tnr- 
nished them with "excellent pig stick- 
ins" 


Gtnenil Sytnons v*as n>orta!ly wound- 


ed at Dundee on Oct. 23, and hio men 
were obliged to retreat, leaving him to 
die in General Jotibert's camp 
On 


this octagon the qrtat Boer general 
telegraphed words of reeret to General 


widow and added to the im 


pression he had made upon the British 
for fail nets and humanity which cul- 
minated !n highest praise at tlie news 
of his death five months later. 


The superiority of the Boer tactics 


was shown early. Again and airain 
the British were trapped.

YuJe pulled h<s forces through to 
TiVhite, who had fallen back upon 
Ladysrnith. 
The- Boers closed on the 


place. White's men made a sortie and 
the disaster of Nicholson's Nek result- 
ed, Oct. 20. Two battalions and a 
mountain battery were captured hy the 
Boers. 


England had become alarmed by the 


.osses of her men, and especially by 
their dany surrenders. 
General Sir 


Jedvers Buller was sent from London. 
and he arrived at Cape Town ou the 
ast day of October. Tbe nest day tbe 
3oers invaded Cape Colony. On Nov. 
2 JLadysmith 'vv"as isolated. Before the 
siege began, however, naval guns ar- 
rived from H. M. S. Powerful, and 
:hese guns undoubtedly saved the town 
'rora destruction, ns they were able to 
cope with the big guns of the Boers. 
The largest body of men the repnb- 
icans had in the field was ariajed 
against Lafiy&mith. General White was 
nside -with lO.OWXto 12-000 men. 
Prom Oct. 2b to Jan. £3 there were 


20 bot engagements around Ladysroith. 
On Jan. 20 the British loss was 147 
tilled and 30" wounded. On Nov. 9 
he Boers lost heavily 3n n general at- 
act on the town. la November there 
was heavy lighting. One hundred Brit- 
ish soldiers were captured by the Boers 
and an armored train wrecked near 
Chieveley on the 13th. Nov. 2S occur- 
red the bloody battle of ITodder TlJv^r. 
The British, under General Meihuun. 
lost 73 killed and 413 wounded. Tbe 
battle lasted all day. By tne last of 
November the Catiad.an and Austra- 
lian forces catered the campaign, aud. 
with tlie ether colonial troops, made 
good records. Tbe greatest losses were 
nmocg the highlanders, the Irish regi- 
ments aud the crack county regiments 
of England. 


General Gatacre attempted a night 


attack on Stonnborg on Dec. 10, but 
was repulsed and foiced to retire, leav- 
ing 20 killed. 100 wounded and GO?, in 
the hands of the enemy. This diwi&ter 
was followed the ne:.t day by Jfeth- 
nea's catastrophe at 
Mager&fontcln, 


the worst British defeat of the u-.ir. 
General Watiehope was killed, and the 


tilings bati been expected aculed to tbe 
list of wo«. lie buJ boasted that he 
would cut bis Cliriistiuas dinner In Pre- 
toria, but ten days befoiu Christmas 
he trioO to cross> the Tu^i'la river to go 
to tbe relief of Ladyj-taiUi and was Te- 
intlsad, with a IOM ot 145 men billod. 
TOO wcuuUed awl li2U missing ne also 
lo^t ten puns 
Three days later Lord 


Roberts was appointed commander in 
chief in South Africa, with Lord Kitch- 
ener as Ills chief of staff.

29,000 Boers on the fighting lines. At 
the same time tl ere were more than 
225,000 British soldiers In South Afri 
ca, according to statements made in 
parliament, and transports were con 
stantiy arriving with more. 


General Roberts reached Brancirort, 


33 miles north of Bloemfoiitum, May 
4. The march to Pretoria had begun. 
On the Zand river, sis days later, he 
reported tbe Boers in full retreat. He 
captured Kroonstadt on the 12th, Presi- 
dent Steyn fleeing to Lindley. south- 
east. TLcn rumors that Mafeking. tlie 
last of the besieged town?, had been 
relieved were current, and on the IStb 
Inst. it was officially announced that it 
bad happened on the 17th. Tbe sieije 
of Mafeking lasted 213 days. 
The 


British crossed tbe Taal on the queen's 
birthday. May 24, and General Rob- 
erts aimed for Johannesburg, tbe Gold 
City, which was entered the other day. 
It was then said thnt Lord Roberts 
would be outside Pretoria on Friday, 
June 1. and that the end of the war 
was in sight.

cnrred in the final and successful at- 
tempt to relieve Ladysniith. the casual- 
ties cf eight days' fighting being 112 
otficers and 1,781 men.

The casual ties in Lndysinith after in-

More than half of tliese occurred dur- 
ing the Boer assault on Jan. G. The to- 
tal casualties In Kimberley during the 
Investment were only 10 officers and 
127 men.

Everything, so far as the house 
is concerned, indicates Unal adjourn- 
ment on Wednesday. 


Riforjiied Presbyterians. 


Cedarville, 0., June 5.—Tho session 


01 the Reformed Presbyterian synod 
was taken up in discussing the report 
of the committee on national reform. 
The committee recommended an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 for this work. 
This aroused a violent opposition from 
the upholders of the board of testimony 
bearing, an organization which has 
practically the same work, as .the na- 
tional reform workers. The latter re- 
ceives people outside of the church, 
•while the former is exclusively for 
members of the Reformed Presbyterian 
church.

St.. Louis, June 5. — Every pcrtrer- 


house and carshed of the St. Louis 
Transit company is being guarded by 
Sheriff Pohlman's posse comitatus. In 
all about 900 men are on duty. TI:e 
posse is armed with Winchester re- 
peating shotguns. Shells loaded with 
buckshot will be used in case of a dis- 
turbance. While on guard duty the 
members of the sheriff's posse will be 
subject to strict military discipline.

Houston, Tex., June 5.—At San Au- 


gustine/'thSs-state, a pitched battle be- 
tween the Wall faction on one side and 
the Brocks on the other resulted ia the 
death of Felix G. Roberts, his brother 
Sidney Roberts, and the fatal wound- 
ing of Noel Roberts, sheriff of tlic 
county, and brother to the dead men.

Passenger Train on C., H. & 


D. Ran Down a Man 


and His Daughter. 


The Former was Thrown Dowa an 


Embankment but Not Danger- 


ously Hurt, the Girl Per- 


haps Fatally Injured.

Passenger Engineer Charlie Cline of 


the C^H. & D. came face to face with 
one of those blood curdling experien- 
ces yesterday, which, to an engineman, 
is almost equal to a personal encoun- 
ter to death itself. Engineer Cline, at 
a moment when he was powerless to 
prevent it, struck an old man and his 
daughter near Sidney, and while they 
escaped the frightful mutilation cf be- 
ing ground 
under the wheels, both 


were badly hurt, the girl fatally. 


The accident happened at the Fair 


avenue trestle while passenger train 
No. C which reaches here at nooa \va 
approaching Sidney 
from the south 


The victims were Harry Frederick, an'' 
his daughter Bessie a young lad\ 
nineteen years o£ age. They had start 
ed just before the train was due to 
ward the river where they intended to 
fish, and were sibont half way across 
the trestle when the train, which 
rounds a curve only a short distance 
away, plunged into view. 


Both Immediately turned and ran 


back as fast as the uncertain footing 
would permit, but when just, in reach 
of safety the train struck them am.. 
hurled them out of its path. Engineer 
Cline, on the lookout ahead, had 
seen the peril the two were in 


and immediately applied the air. 
It 


vas impossible to bring the locomotive j 
:o a stop in time to prevent the acci- j 
lent, but the speed was very mncii 
•educed and the train was brought to 
i standstill only a short distance be- 
yond. 


The Sidney News notes the sad oc- 


currence at considerable length and

financial system vhfch kept tlie countless battalions afield until the integ'

Catholic.and Protestant, thev marched, abreast under the single banner of 
civilization, and gave the first exemplification not of the right alone, but of 
the practice of worshiping God according: to the dictates of their own con- 
science, while each respected his fellow wlio.-followed the same practice.' 


An Asylmn- l-'or flic Oppresses!.. 


Think of these varying elements and", the remote generations from which 


they had descended. Some frorh the dwellers of ancient Memphis and from 
the artisans of the Pyramids. Others dated back .to the events of the Roman 
empire, or to Marathon, or Thermopylae.. Still, others could trace their lineage 
to the heroes of Cressy, Poitiers, Aglncourfe or Flodden. 
All were strong 


family types, prcud and independent spirits, fretting against the debasing 
environments of European monarchy slowly evolving from a rapidly disap- 
pearing feudalism, and seeking in the new world an asylum, for the prom- 
ised land v,-here the new political birth was destined to challenge the wonder 
and admiration of the nations, and life-up the proud standard'si individual 
manhood and sovereignty. 


These diverse, or seemingly diverse human elements, speedily blended and 


commingled, forming a splendid composite type, tlie grandest of the nine- 
teenth century, and one which will put its. impress upon all the decades of 
the twentieth. The whole was better raid: greater than any. of its individual 
parts. The new type was grander, and of infinitely greater proportion, thaa 
any of its prototypes, containing tbe best and' strangest of ati, and the worst 
and weakest of none. It was born of common dangers, common hardships, 
mutual sacrifices and common purposes, shared by all anc5 enduret! by all 
with a common fortitude, 
These founders of a new moral and material 


empire came to build tip a nobler commonwealth in a virgin soil; not to dis- 
mantle, dismember and scatter the aerations of the ages; to forge and weld 
the new links of a newer brotherhood, higher than creeds, holier than dog- 
mas, cot to tear agape the wounds inflicted by the javelins of prejudice or 
wrought by the hard of bigotry. 


Upon a broad and solid rock like tins,, ia ta* midst of Hostile nature and 


a ^barbarous race, with one hand on.'the plow and the other on the hilt: 
with peace upon the right, war upon the left, hope in front and natal mem- 
ories far arear, our pioneer ancestry laid, the foundations of tlie state and 
began erecting the proud ternpies or empire which their children and their 
children's children are now completing, under tee shining folds of that 
easiga whose stars differ not in brig-fitness, nor diminish in glory. 
Strong 


of mluu, strong of body, strong of. limb, strong of faith, strong of purpose, 
strong of hope and strong of courage, tliey smote the w-ilde'rness and it smiled 
responsive to the newer aspirations. The dusky hosts cf a cumbering bar- 
barism were driven hence, the primeval forest melted before their steady 
strokes, the log cabin followed the wigwam, the songs of civilization and' the 
anthems of coming peace drowned tile war whoop, hamlets bunded by lake 
and hill and river and rivulet, and cities finally arose aixd grew to grandeur 
and mansions dotted the country side as the tide of emigration from beyond 
the mountains and beyond the seas poured into and over the fertile plains 
oi: the Ohio basin, submerged the rounded and modulated Mils, and touched 
the long savannas with a life and a civilization which paled the sunreme- 
moments of the Golden Age. until Ohio became indeed, the seat of thought 
and empire, fitted and destined to lead the republic iii the 3rst great political 
and military epoch which, followed, tlie sealing of the purple testament of 
the Revolution. 


Theirs is tfa.fi glory of the achievement; it is ours to enjoy the rich har- 


vest which followed their sowing. Not one of us need care to trace his 
lineage beyond the noble men and women who founded the state of Ohio. 
The bluest blood of king's Is but as water compared to the pulsing current 
that throbs through the veins of the sons and daughters of the pioneers of 
Ohio. 


The heroes cf the classic page, bora of mythology and garnitured with 


the rainbow tints of poetic fancy, did not come up to the stature of tha 
pioneer men and women whom the most of us have seen in the flesh, who 
taught our feet to walk; who taught us the plain and simple truths of 
an unselfish Christianity: who taught us that matchless code of morals 
which elevated while it restrained: ""Whatsoever ye would that inea should 
do to you, do ye even so to them." 
"We may well claim to be the princes 


of the earth for we take our title by birthright from heroic and godlike men 
and women, who stand before kings and potentates, whose achievement was 
the founding of an empire which.recognizes manhood and womanhood as the 
true factors of the political and social problem. "Their deeds live after to 
praise them—deeds that rival those of Homer's heroes, and "there are tlie 
breath of fame and trumpets blowing in them." and will be till,the end of 
our civilization. 


Superficial people occasionally assert that our pioneer ancestry were of 


coarse social texture, ignorant of the finer amenities of life and unlettered 
and unlearned. This is a mistaken idea and so proven by the written records 
of the times, as wei! as by oar own. knowledge gained by contact with -our 
ancestors. 


Mental Giants of First Half Century. 


During, the first half of the century, here In Ohio, the graces of learning 


and knowledge and social amenities were more eagerly and earnestly sought 
for and more generally found, in proportion to the mass of population, than 
tluriug the last half. There were no frills and fringes on the plain and prac- 
tical schooling of those days, but the scattered schools turned out mental 
giants and trainee! athletes, whoae names and lives are an imperishable part 
of our history. .

The eastern, southern and western boundaries remain unchanged, but 


As finally estab- 
lished by congress, in 1S36, it consists or a direct line, o? in other words, of 
the arc of a great circle, Instead of a parallel of:.-latitude', from the southern 
extremity of Lake Michigan to the inost northerly cape;c* the Maumee Bay, 
and thence northeast to the boundary line between the- United States and 
Canada, and along this boundary to its intersection with the boundary of 
Pennsylvania. 
This change was provided for in the enabling act of con- 


gress, and also by the state constitution ot. 3802; but -tite moving cause 
thereto was the dispute that arose prior to and culminating in 1835-6, be- 
tweea tho state of Ohio and the "territory of Michigan, a» to jurisdiction, 
along this border.

More technically defined, the territory of the state may be said to He

The longest north and south line- tfrat can be 
drawn through tbfi state is 210 miles, and the longest east and! west line is

The general surface of the state Is an undulating plain. 
The? highest 


point of elevation—H540 feet—is one-half mile-northeast of Bellefontaine, 
Logan county, locally known as -Hogue's 1 111!.

Whilo the fieneral plan ot tti<! stato is an tinuuitUitiK plain, the astion

HAWAII'S PLAGUE REMEDY. 


ulnnit Official Tells HOTT '.lie Bnbon- 


ic DiNCtiKC "VVnH Stamped Out, 


Mr. C. II. Dickey of the island of 


Mauri of the Hawaiian group was in 
Bloomingion. llSs.. for a few days, en 
route to his home after his first visit 
to bis native laud in IS years. He is 
the son of the late Judge T. Lyle 
Dickey of Ottawa. Ills. 
He was a 


member of the legislature nt Hawaii 
under the regime of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani. and is assessor for the four central 
slands of the group. In an interview 
with a St. Louis Globe-Democrat re- 
porter Mr. Dc'fkey said: 


We are the only people who have 


ever stamped nut the bubonic plague 
nnd are proud of this record. 
Since 


the disease lias broken out in San 
Francisco tbe government has sent a 
physician to Hawaii to learn bow we 
handled it. It cost us about $2.000.000 
to get rid of it- It broke out in Decem- 
ber aad lasted till April, although it 
never became epidemic. There were 
71 cases in Honolulu, about three 
fourths of them dying. Fifteen blocks 
of buildings were burned, besides nu- 
merous Isolated residences. It is a rat 
disease, anil these animals must be 
killed to get rid of It. In not one e* 
our cases could It be shown that the i 
disease was taken from another person 
who had it. All who had it were 'quar- 
antined b.v themselves.

allowed to leave Honolulu. The bodies 
Of the dead were cremated.

sands of persons had tbe prophylactic 
serum, which is. a preventive, injected 
Into Uieiu.
